Benedetto on the 
Po. He caus’d it to be attack’d by a Detachment 
Jed by the Sieur de Barneval, Lieutenant-Collonel 
of the Regiment de Galmoy; who entred it with 
no more lofs than of 1 Soldie* kill'd afid 2 wounded + 
‘Of the Germans 30 were kill'd, and 25 made Prifo- 
ners, among whom are feveral Officers, one of which 
is the Lieutrenant-Collonel who undertook to carryoft 
the Duke de Vendome out of his Camp at Rivalta. 
There was found in San Benedetto a great Maga- 
‘gine of Provifions ; but the place being near the 
‘Enemy’s Quarters, 15000 Sacks éf Corn were or- 
der'd to be burnt, and Hoftages were taken for 
5000 Sacks. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec.rg. 
Heidelberg, Dec. 12. We hear that the Elector of 
Bavaria, with a Detachment of 2000 Men, Foot 
and Horfe, and fome Cannon, has taken Weiffen- 
burg on the Sant, and demanded 5c000 Guilders 
Contribution of the City and Bifhoprick of Ausburg ; 
and threatens the Bifhop of Saltzburg to put his 
Country under Contribution likewife, unlefs he will 
enter into a Neutrality. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 9. 
Letters from Metz of the 1ft inftant advife, That 
the day before the Count de Tallard march’d from 
thence with 12 pieces of, Cannon all 24 Pounders, 
and 4 Mortars: That they had embark’d fome 
more Artillery on the Mofelle, with a great quantity 
of Ammanition of all forts: That 6 Battallions, 2 
Regiments of Horfe and 2 of Dragoons, were arriv’d 
in Merz ; and that 600 Horfe were expected there 
from Verdun: That the Garrifons of Vic,Moyenvic, 
and Marfal, had all taken the Field ; but char it 
was not known on what Defign thefe Preparations 
were made, 


The King’s Forces commanded by the Count de 


Tallard, entred into Nancy on the 3d of this Month, 
by the Gate of Notre Dame. His Majefty had fent 
the Sieur de Callieres, Secretary of his Cabinet, 
fome days before to the Duke of Lorrain, to ac- 


quaint him, that it was abfolutely neceffary to 
vide for the Security of that City 3 that the Em- 
pes Generals have long had a Defign upon its 
hat during all the Campaign their Parties have 
made Incurfions over all Lorrain; That the Em- 
aye had finaily refus’d to confent to the Neutra- 
ity which the Duke had earneftly demanded of 
him ; and that it was impoffible for the Duke with- 
out Troops to preferve his Country, unlefs thofe of 
his Majefty were introduc’d into that City to defend 
it from the Attempts of the Germans. That Prinee, 
after having reprefented the Reafons he had to de- 
fire a perfect Neutrality for his Country, retir’d to 
Luneville on the 2d, whither the Dutchefs of Ler- 
rain went the day before. . Mean time ‘tis not 
doubred, but they will both return in a little time 
to Nancy, knowing the ftri Orders which the 
King has given for his Troops to keep an exact 
Difcipline ; and being befides inform’d that his Ma- 
jefty’s Intention is, That the Duke of Lorrain fhould 
always be 7 Matter in that City ; into whieh 
his Majefty. has caus’d his Troops to enter, only to 
preferve it from all Acts of Hoftiliry, and at the 
fame time to fecure the Provinces of his Kingdom, 
from the Enterprizes which the Germans propos'd to 
undertake as foon as they fhould have made them- 
felves Mafters of Nancy.
